AN  ORDINANCE 

fpo  AUTHORIZE  THE  INHABITANTS  OF 
-1-  The  Township  of  Bloomfield,  in  the 
County  of  Essex,  to  make  a  contract  with 
the  authorities  of  the  city  or  Oraugl,  for  ths 
privilege  of  connecting  Hewers  aud  drains  of 
•aid  township  with  those  of  said  city  of  Or¬ 
ange.  -  '■ 

WHEREAS,  The  Township  Committee  of 
the  township  of  Bloomfield  ’.in  the  oounty  of 
Essex  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  public  good 
demands  that  s  system  of  sewers  aud  drains  bt 
constructed  In  aud  lor  said  township  under 
the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled.  “Au  Act  to 
provide  for  Drainage  aud  Sewerage  in  Denslgy 
Populated  Townships  iu  which  there  is  a  Pub¬ 
lic  Water  Supply,"  approved  March  4th  1884, 
and  the  several  supplements  and  amend au-uls 
thereto  ;  aud  WHEREAS  Ihe  said  Township 
CotpiniUee  deem  it  expedient  to  contract  ana 
agree  with  the  municipal  authorities  of,  the 
city  of  Orange,  wliose  territory  adjoins  that  of 
said  Township,  for  the  privilege  aud  right  Dr 
connect  the  sewers  and  drains  of  auch  .town¬ 
ship  with  those  of  aaid  city  of  Orange  in  such 
.manner  that  the  sewage  aud  drainage  of  euoh 
township  shall  flow  into  and  through  the 
sewer  or  sewers  of  said  city  ;  THEREFORE 
BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Township  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  township  of '  Bloomfield  iu  the 
county  of  Essex,  that  the  said  Township  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  township  of  Bloomfield,  enter  in¬ 
to  and  make  a  contract  or  ^agreement  in  writ¬ 
ing  iu  behalf  of  "The  Inhabitants  of  the  Towa- 
ship  of  Bloomfield  iu  the  county  of  Esses" 
with  the  city  of  Orauge  aforesaid,  for  the  right 
aud  privilege  aforesaid,  which  oontrset  shall 
be  aa  follows  : 

THIS  AGREEMENT  made  this  between  tha 
City  of  Orauge  aud  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Township  of  Bloomfield,  iu  the  County  of 
Essex,  WITNESSETH,  WHEREAS  the  paitiee 
hereto  contemplate  the  introduction  into  their 
respective  municipalities  of  a  system  of  sewer¬ 
age,  and  are  satisfied' that  it  ia  for  their  mu  Inal 
interests  to  unite  in  the  const:  action  of  a  main 
sewer,  herein  called  the  main  outlet  sewer, 
which  shall  receive  the  sewage  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  systems,  at  a  point  or  points  ‘of  Junction 
hereafter  to  be  determined  upon,  and  carried 
to  the  I’aasaic  River,  according  to  a  plan  which 
is  now  being  devised  by  the  Cityjof  Orange,  it 
is  agreed  therefore. 

I  jl.  That  the  course  and  outlet  of  such  sewer, 
its  manner  of  construction,  the  material  of 
which  it  shall  be  built  and  its  grade,  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Citv  of  Orauge,  or  ita  en¬ 
gineer  and  agents  is  charge  ot  the  work. 

2.  That  the  Township  ot  Bloomfield  mav 
run  ita  main  aewer  into  aaid  sewer,  at  such 
point  or  points  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
engineer  of  the  City  of  Orauge  and  of  ssid 
Township  in  such  manner  aa  they  aboil  deter¬ 
mine. 

3.  That  the  sewer  below  the  point  or  point® 
of  junction  herein  called  the  main  outlet  sewer, 
shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  by  and 
deemed  the  sole  property  of  ths  City  of  Orange 
bat  the  Tow  nship  of  Bloomfield  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  the  unobstructed  use  thereof,  subject 
onlv  to  the  restrictions  herein  specified  and 
such  other  restrictions  os  the  City  of  Orange 
may  find  it  necessary  to  impose  upon  its 
use  of  said  sewer. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Townsh 
Bloomfield,  within  twenty  days  after  no 
tion  to  that  effect  by  the  engineer  of  the  City 
of  Orange,  to  notify  him  of  the  capacity  of  the 
■ewer  or  sewers  t#  be  constructed  by  it  at  the 
point  or  points  of  junction  with  the  main  omt- 
fet  sewer,  to  the  end  that  the  City  of  Orange 
may  provide  a  main  outlet  sewer  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  discharge  the  sewage  of  said  Town¬ 
ship  and  its  own.  And  the  Townahip  of 
fiijomfieki  ahull  be  entitled  to  snch  use  of  Ihe 
aewer,  below  the  poiDt  or  points  of  junction  os 
will  enable  it  to  discharge,  effectually,  through 
the  main  outlet  sewer,  all  sewage  which  a  sewer 
of  the  capacity  indicated  by  it  as  above  pro¬ 
vided  is  capable  of  discharging.
